Real Estate Pro mo ter 
T 
HOUGH y o u may regard real 
estate pro mo ters as pro ducts o f 
mo dern times, the fact is o ne o f 
the greatest “ put o ver his deal” 
early in the histo ry o f the republic. 
His name was Jo el Barlo w and he 
was a lawy er, a diplo mat and a po et, 
which may acco unt fo r the fact that 
o nce “his siren vo ice persuaded 
a 
gro up o f French emigrants to seek 
a Garden o f Eden in Ohio .” 
Back in 1787 two gro ups o f land 
speculato rs, kno wn as the Ohio As­ 
so ciates and the Scio to Asso ciates, 
secured the right fro m co ngress to 
purchase land in the No rthwest ter­ 
rito ry with 
the 
almo st-wo rthless 
Co ntinental currency with which it 
had paid o ff so ldiers o f the Revo lu­ 
tio n. 
Then the Scio to Asso ciates 
sent Barlo w to France to dispo se o f 
these lands. 
They had no thing but ' 
an o ptio n o n the lands but that didn’t 
sto p Barlo w. 
He so ld a tract o f 3,000,000 acres 
to a French Scio to co mpany wTiich 
in turn retailed farm s to peasants 
and artisans who were willing to 
emigrate to America. In the spring 
o f 1790 so me 600 o f them arrived 
in Alex andria, Va. 
William Duer, 
head o f the Scio to Asso ciates, was 
filled with dismay fo r there were 
neither agents to meet them no r 
lands ready fo r them. 
Fo reseeing the tro uble that was 
ahead when hundreds mo re land- 
hungry Frenchmen arrived, Duer 
hastily arranged to take o ver lands 
o f the Ohio Asso ciates, who o wed 
him mo ney . 
Fo r this debt he go t 
nearly 200,000 acres o n the Ohio riv ­ 
er o ppo site the mo uth o f the Great 
Kanawha. 
There he bro ug ht the Frenchmen 
and in Octo ber, 179 0, the to wn o f 
Gallipo lis was fo unded. Rufus Put­ 
nam was eng ag ed to build their 
huts fo r them but Duer so o n fo und 
that it wo uld be impo ssible to ful­ 
fill all the g lo wing pro mises which 
Barlo w had made—to pro v ide g o o d 
ho mes and pro fitable o ccupatio n fo r 
the skilled artisans amo ng them. 
By 179 2 Duer had g o ne bankrupt, 
land titles were still in a bad tang le 
and the settlement o f Gallipo lis be­ 
g an to dwindle. 
Fo r y ears there­ 
after co ng ress had to listen to many 
a tale o f wo e fro m the v ictims 
befo tt their claim s were settled*

HE problem of the girl just 
out of college reduces itself, 
very often, to one simple sit­ 
uation.
